This number, according to Dean 
Winslow' S. Anderson's report to 
President, Hamilton Holt, is higher 
than the number of transfers at 
the beginning of last college year. 
As a largo number of Additional 
transfer students, it is expected, 
will enroll for the winter term 
next January, official# of the col¬ 
lege anticipate that the group will 
far exceed the number on record 
for any previous year.
